The industrial situation in Russia 


shows no sign of improvement. The 
strike at Moscow has been resumed 
on a larger scale, anarchy reigns in 
the Caucasus, and at St. Petersburg 
the measures which the government 
advanced to quiet discontent and re- 
store good relations between masters 
and men appear to have failed, with 
the probability of causing the storm 
to break anew. The labor delegates, 
representing the whole of the indus- 
trial population of St. Petersburg, and 
who were elected to choose 50 mem- 
bers of the Schidlovski reconciliation 
commission, met again and reaffirmed 
the resolutions adopted the previous 
day, which threatened, in case the de- 
mands are not granted, not only to re- 
fuse to elect labor representatives to 
the commission, but to order a re- 
sumption of the general strike. These 
demands are for the release of the im- 
prisoned workmen, and freedom from 
arrest; unhampered speech, full pub- 
licity of meetings of the commission 
and the abolition of the censorship, 
There Is little expectation that tlie 
government will grant the conditions 
demanded. 
The strike already h°s 


assumed large proportions here, about 
50,000 men being out. Among those 
who struck are th'e employes of the 
St. Petersburg shops of the Warsaw 
railroad. The strike has not yet ex.- 
te.nded to the trainmen, but the lead- 
ers may decide to order them out in 
order to paralyze one of the most im- 
portant railroads in Russia.

Jap Advance Checked. 


Mukden, March 3.—Wednesday was 


marked by attacks along the whole 
front. 
The fighting is becoming seri- 


ous. After an all-night Japanese bom- 
bardment of Poutilon? hill and Novgo- 
rod Ml, involving a literal rain of 
heavy projectiles, the Japanese infan 
try advanced against the Russian 
lines from the hills and drove hack 
the advance posts two miles. The ad- 
vance was unchecked until the Jap- 
anese came within 200 yards of the 
main line of trenches, when they were 
beaten off by the fire of machine guns 
and volleys of rifle fire. When they 
retired the Japanese left many dead 
and 
-wounded. Sahapu, Shaulandzi, 


Ihzantan and other positions of the 
Russian center were also^subjected to 
a heavy bombardment by siege guns. 


Japanese Raid. 


Newchwan'g, March 3. — A detach- 


ment of 400 Japanese cavalry with 
one gun raided Sinmintin. about 30 
miles west of Mukden. With the gun 
Tained on the main street, the troop- 
ers ransacked the railroad buildings 
Hud Chinese inns. For months Sinmin- 
in has been headquarters of eontra- 
jand trade., and the Japanese hereto- 
fore have not interfered with it. 


Gas Supply Gives Out. 


"Warsaw, Marhc 3.—The question of 


jas supply is causing much alarm. 
The director of the company notified 
the governor general that the stock of 
gas on hand is sufficient to last only 
ill Saturday. Unless the government 
Intervenes and compels the strikers to 
return to work the city will be in 
darkness by Sur-day night. The gag 
works have been operated by soldiers 
'or four weeks past, under the super- 
vision of foremen who did not join in 
he i strike.

machinery has become so dirty that 
t will be impossible to continue the 
manufacture of gas without qualified 
workmen.

Brides' lim- 
ited is made up of three or four Pull- 
man coaches, each bearing some title 
suggestive of its happy freight, such 9*5 
Cupid, Hymen, etc., and the train is 
now extremely popular with newly 
married couples. 


The Green Mountain Flier is the fa- 


mous Montreal express for Xew York 
and received its name from the beauti- 
ful green hills through which it runs 
on its daily journeys. An equally pic- 
turesque title is that of the Sunset 
Limited; a Southern Pacific express, 
which clashes daily toward that Kl Do- 
Dido of horticulturists—California. 


Minneapolis and St. Faul are known 


&3 the Twin Cities, and so it is only nat- 
ural that the train which runs from 
there to St. Louis should be called the 
Twin City Limited. The exposition at 
St. Louis, by the way, has been the 
means of giving titles to many new 
trains, among these being the Exposi- 
tion Limited, over the Grand Central. 


One of the most magnificent trains in 


the world is the High Grass Limited, 
which runs from St> Paul to the Pacific 
coast, so called because in its journey it 
passes over much desolate prairie. This 
train is one of the longest for passen- 
ger express service in the country, con- 
sisting, as it docs, of thirteen cars, each 
averaging eighty feet in length.

and the prejudice existing against the 
eastern species is unjustly extended to 
that of the west. The hitter is a hard 
slraiirht and even grained wood, near 
ly white in color. 
It does not split 


readily and is light and tough. These 
characteristics peculiarly fit it for man 
ufacture into boxes. It is also a su 
perior wood for all inside finishing, at 
it takes a high polish and has excel 
lent wearing qualities. It can be rap 
idly kiln dried at high temperatun 
without injury. Mechanical tests havi 
shown it to possess about 70 per cen 
of the strength of red fir and to bi 
suited for all except tbe heaviest struc- 
tural demands.

this timber are now sold under othe; 
names than its own. There is no jns 
cause for the prejudice which nccessi 
tates this deception, 'and western hem 
lock should be handled under its righ 
name.—Department of Agriculture Bui 
letin.

PIES BETRAYED HEK TO THE TOE

Captain X. O. Von Essen of the lltis- 
ian navy, who has been paroled by 
e Japanese government, commanded 


he battleship Sevastopol during the 
ngageinents at Port Arthur. He re- 
ently arrived in New York and thus 
elated some of the details of the siege 
f Port Arthur to a. reporter of the 
iew York American: 
Before I tell you of the conditions at 
•oil Arthur let me recount uiy own ex- 
lerlencu on the .Sevastopol, which will 
jive you an idea of what we went 
brough. Before tbe capture of Two 
liiudred and Three Meter hill, which 
vas the turning point iii the siege,- the 
apaiiese had brought up huge guns 
ind for weeks were shelling the har- 
bor at random. You see, they could 
not tell the position of our ships, so 
hat perhaps ouly 1 shell out of 500 
would do auy damage. As it was, we 
were hit five times, but not greatly 
rippled. 
Ou Dec. 12 I was notified by General 


Stoessel that Two Hundred and Three 
Meter hill had been lost and that this 
?ave the Japanese a vantage point 
from which they could spy out our 
movements and direct the fire of their 
big guns. I determined to leave the 
harbor, but fortunately, owing to the 
fact that -I was lying behind Liao 
Tishan bill, the enemy could get uo 
clear view of my ship, and so for the 
time being at least I was comparative- 
ly safe. They could see ouly the tops 
of my masts, but the other ships were 
11 plain view to them. They opened a 
tremendous cannonade with ten inch 
guns, and one after the other the big 
battleships and cruisers listed over 
and went down in the shallow waters 
of the harbor. The officers and crews 
escaped. 


On Dec. 17 they concentrated their 


fire ou me, and 1 saw that I would 
have to abandon my position. It would 
hav§ been useless for me to attempt 
to leave the harbor in the day, so I 
waited until darkness: The entrance 
to Port Arthur is very narrow and shal- 
low, 
so that I had to wait till high tide, 


which was at midnight. In the black- 
ness of tbe night we felt our way out 
and anchored behind the hills which 
rise abruptly from the sea and which 
sheltered us completely from the fire 
of Xogi's guns. 


At that time I had only 100 men on 


board. Of my total complement of 
G20, 


:JOO had been killed or wounded or 
were lying sick at the hospital, and 200 
had been sent ashore to re-enforce the 
army in. working the batteries. 


It was so dark that the Japanese did 


not see us as we left the harbor. It 
was two days before they discovered 
that we had gone. During that time 
they rained heavy shells, 300 or 400 a 
day. 
on the place where we had been. 


At the end of the second day they 


were informed of our location by spies. 
Again they turned their big guns upon 
us, but owing to our location this did 
little damage. 
We were struck by a 


number of six inch shells, two of which 
exploded iii my cabiu, but we were not 
crippled to any extent Finding it dif- 
ficult to reach us from the shore, they 
sent a swarm of torpedo boats in to 
attack us. 


I had lowered my nets and 'sent out 


booms, which gave us excellent protec- 
tion. The first night twenty torpedo 
boats came at us from all sides. With 
the greatest daring they steamed in 
full speed on, and each launch threw 
from two to three torpedoes. 


I was on the bridge at the time and 


not only our searchlight'!, but those of 
the shore batteries, lighted up the sea 
for miles.. Our quick firing guns had 
been sent'ashore, so that we only had 
our six and ten inch guns to work with, 
but the men fought them through all 
that long night until tlie whole ship 
shook 
from 
their tremendous dis- 


charges. I myself saw four Japanese 
torpedo boats go down from the effects 
of our shells. Twelve others. I learned 
afterward from reliable sources, were 
seriously damaged. The Japanese flo- 
tilla commander, whose name I do not 
know, was killed. 


Most of tlie torpedoes discharged at 


us were caught in our nets. and. while 
they all cxpioded. they did very little 
harm. 
"What small damage was in- 


flicted was repaired at once by our div- 
ors. Two days afterward they came at 
us again. Line ahead they passed with- 
in l.'3f»-yards or less, steaming in ix-r- 


•t order and launching Iheir ton>e-

safe for the time being, but I found 
later that our steering gear had been 
bii'llv crippled and that tiie ollicers' 
quarters bad been wrecked. The Japa- 
nese, seeing that our ship was crippled, 
left us alone after this. 1 OiU the best 
I could to patch things up. 1 learned, 
however, that I could not restore the 
steering gear so as to give iue a chance 
to e-icape to the open sea if 1 had so de- 
sired.

had sent "Word to me that he desired 
me to take command of the batteries 
on Liao Tishan hill, with orders to bom- 
bard the Japanese position day and 
night.

He told me that it was useless to at-

When I heard this I made up my mind 
at once that my ship should not fall 
into the hands of the enemy. I called 
my officers together, gave them their 
instructions and took my place on the 
bridge. Steering slowly with our en 
gines, we headed toward the open sea 
until we were about a mile offshore, 
when I gave the order to slow down. 
Then I gave the order to open the sea 
valves, aii£ gradually the water began 
to pour in. As I stood on the bridge I 
saw the huge hull slowly settle in the 
water.

Rogers Gets Appointment.

405,533, which is $1,046,895 less than 
on 'February 1. 
The total 
receipts 


were S365,G88,210 and the expenditures 
$391,073,744. For the same period last 
year the receipts were $3,000,000 less 
and the expenditures $33,000,000 less. 
Secretary Shaw expects that the year 
will close with a deficit of about nine- 
teen millions. 


Sundry "Civil Bill Passed.

trine as a religious belief, according ^o 
the syllabus

court says:

"The giving df Christian 
Science 


treatment tor a tee, for the cure of 
disease, is practicing medicine, with- 
in the meaning of the statutes regu- 
lating such practice in this state. 


"The statute making it a misdemean- 


or to give such treatment fpr a fee Is 
not an interference with the rights 01 
conscience and of worship, conserved 
by Section 7, of the bill of rights, and 
is not on that ground unconstitutional. 


"Legislation prohibiting any one 


Irom treating a disease for a fee, ac- 
cepting such persons as have presdnb- 
ed qualifications, is a valid exercise of 
the police powers of the state and is 
unconstitutional. 


"The act regulating the practice ot 


medicine in this state exacts reason- 
able qualifications and excludes no one 
posses-sing them, and it is not void as 
discriminating against Christian Sci- 
entists in that it prescribes that any 
one possessing certain qualifications 
may practice osteopathy and does not 
make especial provision for those who 
wish to practice Christian Science."

GAS FRANCHISE 


Will be Asked by the Columbus Natural Gas Company 


Which Has Twenty Thousand Acres of Gas 


Territory in Union Township. 


The Columbus Natural 
Gas com- 


pany, which is drawing 
its 
supply 


from the Union township field, will 
soon apply to the Newark council for 
a franchise to furnish gas to this city, 
according to the Granvilie Times. 


The Columbus Natural Gas comrjany 


is also known as the Smith Company 
and the Indiana Company, and has 
been operating in the Union township 
field for some time. They now have 
20_000 acres of land under lease and 
sixteen producing wells. 


This company made an application 


to the council of the city of Columbus 
and an election was ordered and the 
franchise granted by a vote of 
the 


people at the last November election. 


After the election it was "up to" the 


council to grant or refuse a franchise 
and the council took no action. 


The Columbus Natural gas company 


had piped gas to the corporate limits 
of Columbus, and because of the inac- 
tivity of the council there sold their 
product to the Fredonia Gas eomnany 
and the Central Ohio Gas company, 
which is now furnishing contract gas 
to consumers in the Capital city. 


The two purchasing companies put 


up a "meter station at Sheppard's, near 


Columbus., which was blown up on 
Tuesday and people were injured. 


The situation with 
the 
Columbus 


Gas company and the Columbus coun- 
cil is analagous with the situation that 
existed with the A. H. Heisey com- 
pany and the council of Newark. 


The Columbus Gas company after 


having been granted a franchise by 
the vote of the Columbus electors, was 
not granted the same by the council 
of that city. 


The company then sold its gas to 


the Central Ohio and Federal compan- 
ies. 


The Heisey company was granted a 


franchise by a vote of the electors, 
and when it could not 
be granted 


terms sold its supply of gas to the Lo- 
gan comp'any.
